HOME MADE ‘AUDION RHEOSTATS. 


Audion rheostats are sometimes a 
troublesome little item. in \our .ex- 
pense budget, and they cai: easily be 
made of various odds and ends to be 
found gbout the home workshop. The 
wire spring found in old shade rcllers, 
or the spring frequently found in 
sleeve armiets, ine tes effectively used 
for this purpose. Fig. 4 gives an idea 
for two different types of rheo- 
stats which the home constrictor can

Any amusement is easy to pick up,— 
and to abandon. One of the greatest 
assets of the church was its dignity 
and in this respect the Catholic 
church has been clever enough to ad- 
here to its forms. Dignified protest- 
antism is a minister who preaches 
theology instead of politics, a vongre- 
gation having the energy to sing its 
own hymns instead of listening to a 
drooling choir and a church in which 
there is repose and an absence of 
earthly affairs. Such a church is of 
deeper significance than mere taste; 
it is a place to which people will go 
in time of need. People, presumably, 
do not attend places of amusement 
except to be amused. 

Considering the belief of Puritans 
/ and other religious groups who set- 
_tled in America this impurity is a 
strange, reactionary heritage. Even 
the Episcopal church in the north 
rather looks down upon its southern 
body because the latter has not cor- 
rupted its forms to the modern ex- 
tent. During the world war it be- 
came necessary to hang a flag in the 
church beside the symbol of Chris- 
tianitv. Now, whether or not the 
flag ‘belongs in the church is beside 
‘the point. As man people might 
truthfully state, “There is no higher 
duty than to serve -both God and 
country.” Hence the cross and the 
flag in clese proximity. But patriot- 
‘ism and religion are two distinct 
| things. There has never been a per- 
iod in the history of the United States 
when secular matters were of such 
slight importance that they could not 
receive attention from the pulpit pro- 
vided the flag were given equal sym- 
bolic importance with the cross. The 
reconstruction period, or what corre- 
sponded tb it in America, preached 
against socialism from the pulpit, but 
the question did not then arise where 
the line was to be drawn.
